William Barton. oDe of the express 
robbers, who lives in Nashville — if such 
an outlaw can be said to live anywhere — 
aud is well known here, has made a full 
confession, iu writing, of the operations 
of the gang. 

Barton commences his statement by 
: saying that he is now but twenty-one I 
years of age. After giving an account j 
of his early life, he says that ha first 
formed the acquaintance of the Farring 
tons in Nashville some three and a half 
years since, while engaged in the saloon 
busine.'S. Last spring himself and Levi 
Farrington went to Memphis, where they 
met Hilliard, who bad just been released 
on bond from jail, where he had been 
placed upon the charge of horse steal 
tog. From there the three went to Little 
Hock, but subsequently returned to this 
Stale, roving about near L'niou City »od 
surrounding towns. While on their 
trip to Little Rock the party won 31 300 
throwing three card monte, and practi 
ciug other like cheerful amusements. 
Puring all their travels Levi Farrington 
Da t ed under the name of Edward H. 
Bus-ell, and Hilliard uuder that of. John 
Henry Clarke. 

After their return to Tennessee, Levi 
Farrington, who had been traveling a 
great deal on the railroads, concei veil the 
i idea of robbing the exp-ess ear at M ■* 
cow, a small Rtation on the Mobile and 
'Ohio railroad. The plan was that 
, Levi aud Hilliard shoul.l^jump on the 
• express oar, overpower the messenger and 
rob his safe, while he guarded the door I 
of the first passenger coach to prevent I 
any one coming out to inteifere. This 
was carried into execution ; the two Far- 
ringtous jumping on the car at Moscow 
the 21st of July last, and with drawn 
revolvers, overpowering the messenger 
and robbing his safe In accordance 
with a previous agreement, the whole 
party, after committing the robbery, 
jumped off the train as if slacked up for 
. a wood yard Alter leaving the train 
they struck into ihe woods and divided 
the .-poils. Levi, who earned the mon- 
j ey, said that there was but 81,1100, and 
(TaVe $355 Oa his share. The atuouut 
jthe express really lost at that time was 

lU between $1 700 and 81.800. 

Alter this they rode over the country 
i lor about a mouth, when they concluded 
j to go to Luster s landiug, a short dis- 
tance below Hickman, and start a store. 



A Nashville detective informs us that 
he saw Barton in a Deaderick street 
saloon, not long after tho Union City j 
robbery, and that he seemed to be rather j 
■ flush" of funds. Barton said that an i 
uncle had just died and had left him 
two or three thousand dollars. 

Soon after he was captured, Levi Far 
rington intimated that he knew the hid 
ing place of several bonds and some im- 
portant papers which the gaug h*d cap- 
tured from the express company, aud 
that he would tell where they could be 
found if they would not he too hard up- 
on him. His summary execution at 
I'nion City prevented, however, the re 
velation by which much valuable proper 
ty may have been recovered. 

Matters at union City, according to 
advices received last evening, remain 
quiet. Barton and Taylor will not be 
interfered with by the people there, who 
are content that the law bhould take iis 
course.

The "early judiciary" of Kansas trans 
acted business on equity principles.

000 on a life in^unmce r-olicy iseshcd to 
Mr Goodman on the 24th of March 
1858 If was claimed by the defence 
that the policy ceased tofii>t on account 
of the mm • payment of the annual pre 
iiiiuni ou March 2. 18(52. and that the 
previous payment* were forfeited to the 
defendants The plaintiff" contended 
that the defendants, by wit bdra wi DST all 
of their agencies from Alabama, where 
Goodman resided, iu March, 1SG1, pre 
vented the payment by hiiu of bis annti 
;il piemiunis on the policy, and tbereb} - 
waived such payments, all of whieh be- 
came due alter the lGth of August. 180'1. 
the act of the defendants having prevent- 
ed the payments io Alabama, and the 
effect of the war bein«r lo make such 
payments in New York by Goodman un- 
lawful. The Judge decided that the ob 
li-ration of the company was uof di>.-olv 
ed by the war, which necessarily resulted 
in interrupting communication with the 
South. Judge Blatchford coneluded 
that be had carefully considered .al the 
views urged by the defendants, and that 
he was entirely satisSed that the plaintiff 
was entitled to a decree with costs. There 
is ordered a reference before a master to 
fake and state an account of the amount 
due on the policy, with interest, su< h an 
amount to be computed an the basis be 
fore slated, and the defendants to be al- 
lowed credit for the unpaid annual pre 
miums."

From 
there tbey proceeded by various modes, 
to Point Pleasant, Missouri, where, after 
purcha-ing horses, they struck across the 
country to Veroua, where an uucle of 
the Farrington's named Durham was 
living White on their way th -re they 
henril that parties were in pursuit of 
fhem. and at one time they stopped for 
the purpose of waylaying and killing 
them. They intended hanging their 
pursuers and then affix a placard to their 
bodies stating that tbey were horse 
thieves. 

When they nrrived at Verona they 
all stayed focefher for a few days, when 
Levi aunonnced his intention of going 
to FarmiDgton. Illinois, (where he was 
afterwards captured). A few days after 
he left they were surpri-ed while sitting 
in Durham's house by a large party of 
citizens, headed by one of Piukerton's 
detectives named Curtin. As soon as 
the nature of the business was made 
known to Durham, that worthy prompt 
ly removed hia family from the house. 
Calling on them to surrender and being 
answered by a pistol shot from Hilliard. 
the citirens aud defectives opeued fire 
It was a regular battle on a small scale 
for about two hours, and seeing that he 
could dislodge them in no other mannir. 
Curtin made Durham take a lighted 
torch" and fire his own dwelling.

That it would, ba 
knocked down for one quarter of iis real 
value seemed inevitable, but Bobbins was 
equal to tbe emergency.

Dentil of Rev. Dr. Drecklnrldge. 

The Rev Dr. Robert J. Breckeoridge. 
one of the most distinguished American 
Theologians of the present century, died i 
..t his residence io Danville, Ky., on the 
27th ult. For nearly forty years his 
name has been familiar to the public, 
but h through his theological works and 
essays, and his pulpit oratory. But bis 
reputation for ability, though resting 
mainly ou his religious writings, is not 
confiued to 'hem. He has fwf nearly 
half a century been contributing to 
American literature on every subject 
which eould interest his aetive brain 
An active, energetic man, ho was never 
idle, and there are few men who have 
doue more work iu a life time than this 
illustrious Kentuckian.

The foul state of the city and the ex- 
hausted condition of the Paraguayans 
after the sufferings of the war were 
peculiarly provocative of pestilence, aud 
speedily a fever broke out which the 
physicians declared to be "billions 
itcheroid." Hundreds perished, and 
thousauds fied to ihe couutry districts. 
The disease next spread to Corrientes 
aud made fearful ravages, one fourth of 
the inhabitants perishing including many 
of the physicians aud upothecsries. 
From Corrieutes the malady spread to 
Buenos Ayres a filthy city which seemed 
like a dunghill whenever a bot sun shone 
out after a shower of rain. So honey- 
combed is tbe city with old wells, tbat 
it sometimes happens tbat a lady falls 
through her parlor floor into an unfilled 
well under the carpet.
